PROPOSALS 

(1) To notify that Canned Crab Meat be subject to qua- 

lity control and inspection prior to export; 

(2) to specify the type of inspection in accordance with 
the draft Export of Canned Crab Meat (Inspection) 
Rules, 1976 set out in Anncxurc-1 to this Order as 
the type of inspection which would be applied to such 
canned crab meat prior to export; 

(3) to recognise the specifications as set out in Annexuic-II 
to this Order as the standui d specifications for canned 
crab meat; and 

(4) to piohibit the export in course of international trade 

of canned crab meat unless the same is accompanied 
by a certificate issued by any one of the Export Inspec- 
tion Agencies established at Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin. 
Delhi and Madras under section 7 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 
1963) to the effect that the consignment of such can- 
ned crab meat satisfies the conditions relating to 
quality control and Inspection and is export-worthy. 

2. Nothing in this Older shall apply to the export by land, 
sea or air of samples of canned crab meat to the prospective 
buyers, provided such samples do not exceed 4 ka. in nett 
drained weight. 

3. In this Order “carmel crab meat” means meat of edible 
crabs canned in brine. 

ANNEXURE-i

Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of the 

Export (Quality Conliol and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 
1963) 

(1) Short title— These rules may be called the Export of 

Canned Crab Meat (Inspection) Rules, 1976. 

(2) Definitions — In these rules nuless the context otherwise 

requires, 

(a) “Act” means the Export (Quality control and Inspec- 
tion) Act, 1963- (22 of 1963). 

(b) ‘agency" means any of the agencies established at 
Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin, Delhi and Madras under 
section 7 of the Act; 

(c) ‘‘Canned Crab Meat” means the meat of edible crabs 

canned in brine. 

(3) Basis of inspection — Inspection of canned crab meat for 
export shall be carried out with a view to seeing that the can- 
ned crab meat conforms to the standard specifications re- 
cognised by the Central Government under section 6 of thn 
Act. 
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(4) Procedure of inspection— (1) An exporter intending to 
cxpoit canned crab meat shall submit an application to the 
nearest office of the agency giving particulars of the consign- 
ment intended to be exported to enable it to examine such con- 
signment or cause the same to be examined to see whether the 
same conforms to the specifications referred to in rule 3 and 
the exporter shall at the same time endorse a copy of such 
intimations for inspection to the nearest office of the Export 
Inspection Council. 

(2) Eveiy application under sub-iule (1) shall reach the office 
of the Agency not less than 15 days belore the anticipated time 
of despatch of the consignment from the exporter’s premises. 

(3) on receipt of the application referred to in sub-rule (2) the 
agency shall inspect the consignment of canned crab meat as 
per the instructions issued by the Export Inspection Council 
in this behalf from lime to time wjth u view to seeing that the 
same complies with the requiiements of the iccognised speci- 
fications referred to in rule 3. 

(4) I lie exporter shall piovjde all necessary facilities to the 
agency to enable them to carry out such inspection. 

5. Inspection fee — Subject to a minimum of rupees fifty for 
each consignment, a fee at the rate of 0.5 per cent of f.O.b. 
value, shall be paid by the exporter to the agency as inspection 
fee. 

6. Ceitificale of inspection — If, after inspection, the Agency 
Is satisfied that the consignment of caned crab meat to be ex- 
posed complies with the requirements of the recognised speci- 
fications referred in rule 3, the agency shall, within 15 days 
of application issue a certificate declaring that the consignment 
of canned crab meat satisfies the conditions relating to quality 
control and inspection and is export worthy. 

Provided that where the agency is not so satisfied, it shall 
within the said period of 15 days, refuse to issue sqch certi- 
ficate and common ic q.le such refusal to the exporter along 
with the reasons therefor. 

7. The Agency may exercise such supervision of the inspec- 
ted consignment at any place of storage or transit prior to its 
shipment as it may consider necessary for satisfying the pur- 
poses of these rules, 

8. Appeal — (1) Any expot ter aggrieved by the refusal of the 
agency to issue a ccitificate under rule 6, may, within three 
days of receipt of the communication of such refusal by him, 
prefer an appeal to a panel ol' expeits, consisting of not lcs» 
than thi ec but not more than seven persons as may. be appoin- 
ted for the purpose by the Central Government. 

(2) At least two-lhiids of the total membership of the panel 
of experts shall consist of non-officials. 

(3) The quotum for the panel shall be three. 

(4) The appeal shall be disposed of within fifteen days. 

ANNEXURE — II

SPECIFICATIONS FOR CANNED CRAB MEAT 

1. RAW MATERIAL 

1.1 The meat used for canning shall be obtained from 
healthy, freshly caught, live hard shelled crabs. 

2. CANS 

2.1 The crab meat shall be packed only in well lacquered 
cans with pcrchment paper lining or good quality grease paper 
lining. 

2.2 The cans bcfoie opening shall have a minimum vacuum 
of 100 mm. 

2.3 The cans shall not show flipper, panelling , rusting or 
swelling. 

3. BRINE 

3.1 The brine used shall be clear to slightly colloidal and 
shall not icll when stored at low temperature (4 degree C) for 
24 hours. 


3.2 The sail content of brine shall not exceed 2 per cent. 

4. PACKING 

4. 1 The body meat and claw meal of the crab shall not be 
mixed and should be packed in layers, according to the terms 
of contract between the buyer and the seller, Otherwise, the 
claw meat shall be packed on top or at bottom in distinctly 
separate layers. 

4.2 Only the meat of one species of crab shall be packed 
in one can. 

5. DRAINED WEIGHT 

5.1 The diained weight of the contents of each can shall not 
he less than 65 per cent ol (be nett wutci capacity of can. 

5.2 The drained weight of the meat shall not be less than 
the declared weight. 

6. ORGANOLEPTIC QUALH V 

6.1 The contents of can on opening shall picsent a character- 
istic colour and odour of ciab meat, and shall not display any 
foreign odour. 

6.2 The material shall be tree fioni any flavour olher than 
the characteristic flavour of freshly cooked crab meat, and any 
foieign material other than crab meat. 

6.3 The colour of the meat shall not be bluish, which is 
indicative of spoilage, 

6.4 The packed cans may contain preservative and firming 
agents permitted under Picvontion of Food Adulteration Rules. 

6.5 The contents of can shall not show any sign of liquefac- 
tion. 

7. BACTERIOLOGICAL ACTIVITY 

7.1 The contents of the cans shall not show growth in tnio- 
glycollatc cystine broth after 24 hours incubation at 37 “C. 
The cans shall be incubated for a period of 7 days at 37 “C 
before the contents are inoculated into thioglyeollnle broth. 

8. CODING 

8.1 The cans shall be embossed with markings of drained 
weight, name of the manufacturer' or factory code year, 
month and date of manufacture. An illustration fot embossing 
the cans in the abbreviated form is given below: 

‘5XYZ 

607K' 

Wherein — 

‘5’ stands for the drained weight of the meat packed ; 

‘XYZ’ stand for the name ot mnnufactui er in the abbrevi- 
ated form or his factory code ; 

‘6’ stands for the year of mamilacturc, and in this illustra- 
tion it signifies the year 1976. 

‘07’ stand foi the month of manufacture, and in this illus- 
tration it signifies the month of July; 

‘K’ stands for the date of manufacture during the month of 
July.

This is a reference made by the Govt, of India in the 
Ministry of Labour vide it’s Order No. 2/21/69-LRI1 dated

"Whether the existing scales of pay given to the workmen 
engaged in excavation work in 4-B Quarry of the 
management of Bhowra Colliery of Messrs Karam- 
eband Thapar and Brothers (P) Ltd., P. O. Bhowra, 
(Dhanbad) require revision? Il so, to what relief are 
they entitled?"

S.O. 1562. — Whereas the Central Government being satis- 
fied that the public interest so required had declared by a 
notification made in pursuance of the provisions of the pro- 
viso to sub-clause (vi) of clause (n) of section 2 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947) being the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour 
No, S.O. 4522 dated the 29th September, 1975 the services 
in the uranium industry, to be a public utility service for 
the purposes of the said Act for a period of six months from 
the 29-10-75. 


2. It is not disputed that in 1-B quarry of Bhowra Colliery 
north mechanised working was introduced for excavation work 
in the year 1964. Probably that was the only maikct colliery 
which had N.C.D.C, type of mechanised working. At first this 
mechanised working was arranged through the contractors M/s. 
Mechanised Mining Corporation and M/s. Hindustrips Mining 
Corporation. Subsequently in the year 1964 itself M/s, Bhowra 
Kankancc Collieries Ltd, (owners) and M/s. Kannchand Thapar 
and Brothers (P) Ltd. (Managers) took up the mechanised work- 
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ing departmentally and absorbed all the employees of the 
contractor working on the machines etc. The wages as paid 
by the contractors were continued to be paid by the com- 
pany. On 20-12-64 the wages were revised by the company 
and again with effect from 1-11-65 as a consequence to the 
agitation launched by Colliery Muzdoor Sangh, A third le- 
vision took place with effect from 15 8-67 from which date 
Wage Board recommendations were suitably implemented. 
While so revising the grades this time the management did not 
simply convert the existing grades and scales to the convertible 


Wage Board scale but it took the job description and nature 
of machines into consideration as was meant for N.C.D.C. 
collieries where mechanised working was in vogue. This resul- 
ted in downward revision of categories. Initially V.D.A. was 
given as per Wage Board recommendations but subsequent 
increases in VDA as per rise in price index was not given 
regularly. 

3. Following chart will show the revision of the scales that 
were made by the management from time to time:

4. Management’s case is that N.C.D.C. was not a comparable 
concern being a public sector organisation. It was not obliga- 
tory to implement wage Hoard recommendations in full. The 
question of D.A, is not within the compass of the reference. 
V.D.A, at the rate 1.29 was paid from 1-10-69 in terms of 
the settlement between the management and the union. Wage 
increase was given in the light of the job description and the 
type and capacity of the machine handled, Hence wages do 
not require any revision whatsover. 


5. The case of the workmen is that there could be no distin- 
ction between N.C.D.C. and the market company in the matter 
of payment of wages as the jobs were identical. The two con- 
cerns were comparable units. The management took certi- 
ficate on the declaration that it had implemented Wage Boaid 
recommendations hence it was now too late in the day to say 
that it was not obligatory to implement Wage Board recom- 
mendations. V.D.A. should have bceen paid regulatly accord- 
ing to the rise in price index. The workmen demand that they 
should have been fixed as follows: —

6. At the time of arguments the point that the N.C.D.C. was 
not a comparable unit was not pressed and it was conceded by 
the management that it had given a declaration that it imple- 
mented Wage Boaid recommendatons generally even though 
the recommendations were obligatory to be implemented. Thus 
after factual implementaion in principle there was no point in 
saying that it was not obligatory to implement the recommenda- 
tions. 


7. Shovel Operators (Excavator Operators) 

According to Appendix VTI of Wage Board recommenda- 
tions Vol. II pago 55 Excavator Operators are of two grades 
namely Grade 1 and Grade II. Whereas Grade I operator 
should be a man of 7 years experience and should be operat- 
ing shovels of 4-4-1 /2 cubic yard capacity, Grade II opera- 
tors arc required to have only 3 years experience and should 
be handling not less than 2-1/2 cubic yard capacity shovels 
In the present case the maehanised working started in 1964 
hence upto 15-8-67 they had hardly an experience of 3 years 
and according to Autar Singh MW-1 they are handling 
shovels of 2-1/2 - 3-1/2 cu.yds capacity. They are thus rightly 


placed in Grade II and have been rightly given the wages of 
C Category in the scale of 12.00-0.60-18.00. 

8. Dumper Operators 

Similarly at pago 56 there are two grades of Dumper 
Operators. While Grade 1 requires 5 years experience and 
handling of not less than 22 tons capacity dumpers, Grade 
T( requires only 2 years experience and handling of 15 ton 
capacity dumpers. In the present case as discussed above, the 
expeience was only of about 3 years and the workmen weref 
handling 15-20 ton capacity dumpers as per statement of 
Autar Singh MW-1. Md. Jawed WW-1 dumper operator 
tried to prove that he had experience of more than 5 years 
as he was working since 1955 with small breakes in service, 
but he produced no certificate of such experience. Moreover 
experience is not the only pre-requisite qualification for be- 
ing classified in Grade I. His statement about dumper 
capacity is quite vague and thus there is no evidence tha he 
was handling dumpeis of atleast 22 tons capacity. What 
capacity machines, if any, were brought from N.C.D.C. remains 
only a matter of conjecture and such a vague statement 
cannot be relied upon in the face of defined statement of 
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Autar Singh MW-1 on the point of dumper capacity. These 
workmen were therefore rightly placed in grade II and were 
rightly given the wage scale of D Category i.c. the scale of 
Rs. 10.75-0.40-14.75. 

9. Dozer Operators 

Only one grade of Dozer Operators has been given with 
respect to Ihe niachanised working of N.C.D.C.fsee pugc55). 
The job description of Dozer Operators demands that they 
should have atleast 5 years experience of handling atleast 
150 Horse Power Dozers. The questions framed in the 
schedule of reference places burden on the workmen to 
prove that the wages did require revision. This means that 
the burden was upon the workmen to show that they fulfilled 
the requisite essentials of job description which may entitle 
them to B Category wages of operators. It is true that Evidence 
Act as such docs not apply to industrial adjudication. However 
the principles of law enuntiuted on the burden of prove and 
onus of proof being a basic principle of law the Industrial 
Tribunals aro also required to follow the same. It was so 
held in Ramcndra Vs. 8th Industrial Tribunal 1975 Lab. 
I.C. 94 Calcutta. There is absolutely no evidence on either 
side on the point of expel iencc of the dozer operators or 
of the horse powers of the dozers used in 4-fl quarry. The 
only evidence is that admittedly the dozers are being used 
since 1964 and therefore on 15-8-67 the dozer operators had 
the experience of only 3 years. This fell short of the minimum 
required experience of the dozer operators for being classified 
in B Category. Learned Counsel for the management eoncccdcd 
that because the dozer operators did not fit in the job des- 
cription of B Category wages as given at pa^e 55 they were 
placed one category below. The chart given m para 3 above 
will show that they were placed in the scale of Rs. 10.75- 
0.40-14.75 in line with dumper operators and were thus placed 
in D Category as given in para 14 of page 62Vol I of the Wage 
Board lecommcndations. According to the scheme of 
categorization it appears that if Grade I is placed in A 
category Grade II is placed in C Category as in the case of 
Excavator Operators. Similarly Drill Operator Grade I is 
placed in B Category and Drill Operator Grade II is placed 
in D Category, Excavating Plant Electrician Grade I has 
been placed in B Category and Grade II has been placed in 
D Category. Following that analogy the lower category of 
the dozer operator should get D category wages if the senior 
category of dozer operator is placed in B Category scale. 
This will further keep them in line with the drill operators. 
The past histoi y indicates that dozer operators had similar 
wages as drill operators at the time of contractors and also 
when the wages were revised under the Wage Board scale. 
The management has thus rightly placed them in D Category 
in the scale of Rs. 1 0.75-0.40 14.75. 

10. Drill operators 

The job description of drill operator Grade I for getting 
B Category wages demands, not less than 5 years experience 
and the handling of the rotary blass drills of 7.7/8 inch 
diameter. Drill operator Grade II may have only 3 years 
exeperience and handling of the rota ly /percussive drills used 
for quarry work. It is obvious that the drill operators in 
4-B quarry had 3 years experience on 1 5-8-196 / and were 
handling the rotary or percussive drills for quarry work. 
They therefore answered the job description of drill operator 
Grade II. The burden was upon them for proving (hat (hey 
answered the job description of Grade I if they really wanted 
B Category wages. They have been rightly given D Category 
wages of Grade II in the scale of Rs, 10.75-0.40-14.75. 

11. Fitters 

The workmen crave for B Category wage scale of Exca- 
vating Plant Fitter Gr. 1 but that grade demands 7 years 
experience with ability to read and use instruments for accu- 
rate measurement and there should he capability to under- 
take the repair jobs independently. All this is not proved. 
Naturally these workmen were placed in Excavating Plant 
Fitter Gr, II in D Category scale of Rs. 10,75-0.40-14.75 as 
in the case of Motor Singh. Surat Singh Fitter appears to 
have been placed in Category V wages and Sukhdco Chouhan 
in Category JV wages. They are not the new appointees. In 
fact appendix B to the failure report of the Asstt. Labour 
Commissioner goes to show that all these three fitters were 
appointed in 1964 and of them Sukhdco Singh Chauhan was 
the senior most with reference to (he date of his appoint- 
ment. There is no obvious reason to discriminate one fitter 
from the other in the matter of emoluments so far as these 
three are concerned, It appears that their wages need revision 


so as to place them in D Category in the scale of Rs. 10.75- 
0.40-14,75 in order lo bring them at per wilh Motor Singh. 

12. Abdul Mannan Mechanic 

Appendix B to the failure report of Asstt. Labour Commi- 
ssioner would show that Abdul Mannan is a mechanic who 
was appointed on 1-4-1960, He was getting Rs. 327.00 per 
monlh basic at the time of reference In the grade ol Rs. 12,00- 
0.60-18.00. ft means that he has been placed in C Category 
as mentioned at page 62 of Wage Board recommendations 
Vol. I. In the year 1960 when he was appointed the working 
in the 4-B quarry had not been mechanised. His experience 
in mechanised working in fact started in 1964. In any case 
in the year 1968 he had not acquired the experience of 10 
years which is the minimum required for Excavating Plant 
Mechanic Gr. I. He does not fil in the following job des- 
cription of mechanic Gr.l as given on page 55 of Vol.TT of 
Wage Board recommendations. 

“A highly skilled workman possessing a minimum 10 
years experience in the repairs, maintenance and 
overhauling of shovels/draglines, Diesel Engines, 
Euclid /Let Much dumpers, tractors, dozers, etc. 
He. should be capable of dismanting repairing and 
overhauling all types of diesel engines and assemblies. 
He should be capable of dismantling repairing and 
ctify them. He should undertake these jobs inde- 
pendently. He should be literate enough to maintain 
log books for repairs and maintenance and should 
understand the maintenance charts and spare parts 
lists.” 

The burden whs upon the union to prove that he answered 
all these requirements of qualification and experience. It has 
failed to discharge that burden. He has therefoic been rightly 
placed as mechanic Gr. II and has been rightly given C 
Category wage scale of Rs. 12.00-0.60-18.00. His wages 
therefore do not require any revision. Fitment to a grade/ 
category of wage scale according to the job description does 
not amount to degradation to a lower wage structure. 

13. Dumipnien/Tripinen 

The union wants these workmen to be given the pay 
scale of Category V of daily rated workmen i.e. Rs, 7.95- 
0,28-10.75. The case of the management is that since their 
duties were much less than the duties of Munshis they were 
given Category III wages i.c. the scale of Rs.5.90-0. 15.-7.40. 
Upward revision of wages of these workmen would cause 
unrest in other categories The last category of N.C.D.C. 
workmen (Excavation Section) where mechanised working is 
in vogue, is ‘F’ Category for which Category V wages have 
been recommended by the Wage Board. Mere saying that 
their job is less onerous as compared to Munshis is not 
sufficient comparative job requirements should have been 
produced giving specific reasons why it was necessary to 
depart from the wage Board recommendations for giving 
the wages of lower category. It is therefore obvious that 
Wage Board recommendations should prevail and the wages 
to theso workmen should be revised so ns to put them in 
Category V wage scale of Rs. 7.95-0.28-10.75. 

14. So far as V.D.A. is concerned the management had 
no reason for not granting V.D.A. according to the price 
index as it rose from time to time. V.D.A. is part of the 
wage. The workmen arc entitled to the difference between 
(he regular rise or fail in V.D.A. as per six monthly revision 
of cost of living index and the V.D.A. that was actually paid 
to them. 


15. It is therefore held that the wages of all the Exca- 
vation Plant Fitters should be brought in line in the scale 
of Rs. 10.75-0.40-14.75 with effect from 15-8-1967 and the 
arrears should be paid to them. The wage? of the tripmen/ 
dumpmen should be Category V wages wilh effect from 
15-8-1967. Similarly the arrears of V.D.A. as it should 
have varied according to the cost of living index as against 
Ihe money already paid under that head should he given to 
all the workmen and their V.D.A., should be brought to 
the level of the present cost of living index. The wages do 
require revision to this extent only. The reference is answered 
accordingly.

This reference was sent by the Government of India, 
Ministry of Labour to this Tribunal uqder Section 10(l)(d)

■'Whether the action of the management of Damoda 
colliery of Messrs Bharat Coking Coal Limited in 
dismissing from service Shri Ihagru Mahato and 
Shri Sita Ram Manjbl Miners, with effect from 
the 7th February, 1974 is justified? If not, to 
what relief is the workmen entitled 7" 

The case of the workmen is that the two concerned work- 
men were issued charge-sheet dated 7-U-73 and 22-10-73 
respectively for the alleged misconduct of absenting 
for more than 10 days without permission. The workmen 
concerned replied to the charge-shcct by their reply dated 
8-11-73 and 23-10-73 respectively denying the charges and 
submitting that they and their family members were suffer- 
ing from protracted illness and that they had informed the 
manager, A show of enquiry was held by Shri B. B. Singh, 
Personnel Officer who made the concerned workmen to put 
their L.T.I. on the prepared statement and they were denied 
all opportunities to defend themselves in the enquiry. The 
management dismissed the concerned workmen by their letter 
dated 7-2-74. It is alleged that in holding the enquiry the 
principles of natural justice were violated by the enquiry 
officer and lhe report of the enquiry officer was perverse 
and their dismissal unjustified. 

The case of the management is that Ghagru Mahato was 
absenting himself from September, 1972 without any in- 
formation on authorised leave and Sitaram Manjhi was ab- 
senting wilhoul any information or authorised leave from 
28-5-73. Bolh of them were issued charge-sheet which they 
received. A departmental enquiry was held on 21-11-73 in 
which both the workmen were given all opportunities to 
cross-examine the witness of the management and defend 
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themselves. The enquiry officer observed all the principles 
of natural justice. The concerned workmen were found 
gmlly by lhe Enquiry Officer for Iheir misconduct under the 
authority of the Standing Orders applicable to the colliery 
and accordingly they were dismissed. 

As per the prayer of the parties I heard the matter on 
the preliminary issue as to (he validity of the domestic en- 
uiiy held in this case. Where the workmen have been 
ismissed on the basis of finding in domestic enquiry, it is 
always open for the Tribunal to hear on the validity of 
the domestic enquiry. 

Admittedly Ihagru Mahato was absenting for about a 
year and Sitaram Manjhi was absenting for about 5 months, 
The management for this long unauthorised absence of these 
two workmen issued them charge-sheet to which they repli- 
ed. It is contended from the side of the workmen that 
there was only a show of enquiry and no proceedings were 
drawn up by the enquiry officer in the presence of the con- 
cerned workmen. Everything was prepared from before 
and they were made to put their L.T.I. on blank papers. 
This is denied from the side of the management whose case 
is that a proper enquiry was held in which all reasonable 
opportunities were given to the concerned workmen to de- 
fend their case. The workmen were given opportunities to 
cross-examine the witness examined by the management 
and to examine their own witnesses. Ihagru Mahato was 
examined ns WW. 1 and Sitaram Manjhi was examined as 
WW. 2. WW. 1 says that he was called in the enquiry and 
he gave his thumb impression on blank papers, His state- 
ment was not recorded by Shri B. B. Singh, the enquiry 
officer. In the cross-examination this witness says that he 
docs not remember if his statement was recorded and he 
did not call for any defence witness. WW. 2 Sitaram Man- 
jhi says in his evidence that he received the enquiry notice 
and he attended the enquiry on the appointed date. His 
statement was not recorded and he gave his L.T.I. in four 
places. In his cross-examination he says that Bhubanesh- 
war Babu’s statement was recorded and after Bhubaneshwar 
Babu signed he also put his L.T.I. He further says Thai 
he did not ask any question to Bhubaneshwar Babu and he 
also admits having given his statement before the enquiry 
officer. He also did not take any defence witness with 
him. So the WW. 2 in his cross-examination has substan- 
tially given a goby to his defence in this Reference. The 
learned Advocate appearing for the workmen pleads that 
WW. 2 is an illiterate workman and the Court should not 
put much importance on his cross-examination. Cross- 
examination of a witness is the test to verify the truth of 
otherwise of the evidence given by witness and there is no 
reason why J should over-look the cross-examination of 
WW. 2, The enquiry officer himself was examined as 
MW. 1 whose evidence is that the workmen were present 
in the enquiry and the statement of the witness were re- 
corded in their presence in Hindi by the enquiry officer 
himself. The statements were explained to (he concerned 
workmen in Hindi after which they put their L.T.I. His 
further evidence that he gave opportunity to the concerned 
workmen lo cross-examine lhe witness examined by the 
management and also to examine their own witnesses. The 
enquiry proceedings are marked Ext. Ml and Ml(a) and in 
the enquiry proceedings it appears that the signatures of the 
witnesses examined and L.T.I, of the concerned workmen 
were taken. Except oral evidence of the two concerned 
workmen there is nothing to show that there was only a 
show of enquiry in which the principles of natura justice 
were violated. The cross-examination of WW. 2 goes a 
long way to support the management’s case that there was 
a proper enquiry. The proceedings of the enquiry officer 
as placed before me also shows that there was cioss- 
examination of the management's witness by both the con- 
cerned workmen. There is nothing satisfactory before me 
to accept the workmen’s case that there was no proper 
enquiry or that the principles of natural justice were vio- 
lated. The next point for consideration is whether the find- 
ings of the enquiry officer was perverse. One man was absent- 
ing for one year and another man was absenting for 5 months. 
Not a scrap of paper has been filed to show that the workmen 
informed the authorities about the reason of their long 
absence or they prayed for any leave. There is also no 
satisfactory evidence from the side of The workmen about 
this. So the fact remains that Jhagru Mahato was absenting 
for about a year without notice and without any authority 
and Sitaram Manjhi was absenting for about 5 months with- 
out any notice or authority. In the reply to the charpe-sheet 
they took the plea of their sickness and sickness in their 
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families. Certain hospital memos have been filed but they 
do not by themselves absolve the concerned workmen of all 
liability incurred for absence without notice: Clause 18(1) 
(n) of the StanduiK Orders denotes as misconduct-continuous 
absence without permission and without any satisfactory cause 
for moit than iu c ,ys for whLh demotion, dismissal without 
notice, line and other penalties ace provided. It is not denied 
befoie me that the Standing Orders do not apply in this 
particular case. The concerned workmen therefore come within 
die mischief of Clause 18(1) (n) of the Standing Ordcis. 1 
should Cherei'ore find that in this case a proper domestic 
enquiry was held and the findings of the Knquiry Officer 
were not perverse. 1 may now see how far this Tribunal can 
invoke the powers given to it under S. 11A of the I.D. Act. 
which were brought intu force from 15.12.71. The power of 
the Tribunal under the added section has been laid down 
in the case between the workmen of Firestone Tyre & Rubber 
Co Vs. their workmen as reported in 1973T-LLJ 278/279 
(S.C'.).lt is held thctcin that where the proper domestic en- 
quiry was held, the Tribunal is now clothed with power undet 
ts.llA of the i.D. Act Lo reapprise the evidence in domestic 
enquiry and satisfy itself if the misconduct has been established 
by evidence at Ihe domestic enquiry. In other works the 
Tribunal may hold that the misconduct is not established 
by the evidence in the domestic enquiry, The second power with 
which ihe Tribunal is now clothed is that the Tribunal can 
interfere with the punishment meeted out lo a woikm.ai cv:n 
when the misconduct against him is proved in a propet I Y 
held enquiry. In other words the Tribunal may hold that 
the proved misconduct does not merit punishment, by way 
of discharge or dismissal and it can under such circum- 
stances award to the workman any lesser punishment in- 
stead. Jhagru Mahato it appears was a miner in ihe colli- 
oiy for about 10 years and Sitaram Majhi was a miner in 
the colliery for 15 or 16 years. They are also illeternte 
which fact has not been denied by the company. (hey 
have absented for long without notice and have surely com- 
mitted misconduct as defined in the Standing Orders. In 'he 
normal circumstances there was little reason for me to 
interfere with the punishment. Here it has not been shown 
to me that Ihe concerned workmen had blamished record 
of service or thty were warned or meted out wi.h any 
punishment in the past. In clause 18 para IV of Standing 
Orders it is stipulated (hat in awarding the punishment 
under Standing Orders the authority awarding the punish- 
ment “hall dike into account the gravity of the misconduct, 
the pre violins record, other extenuating or aggravating cir- 
cumstances that may exist There is nothing to show be- 
foie me that in awarding this extreme punishment the autho- 
rity look into account the other circumstances as mentioned 
theiein. The offence lies in the fact that thev were absent 
for a long time. I do not find any aggravating circumstances. 
As regards extenuating circumstances the only thing that can 
be said in favour of the concerned workmen is that they 
were literate, perhaps not knowing what is what. I have 
taken into consideration all aspect of the matter and my 
considcicd view is that a lesser punishment if awarded to 
the concerned workmen would meet the ends of justice es- 
pecially when the misconduct is not like corruption, theft, 
dnmkness, riotus, disorderly and indecent behaviour and 
things of the kind. Now in Clause 18(1) of the Standing 
Orders it is stipulated that for misconduct a workman may 
be suspended or fined or his increment may be stopped or be 
may be demoted or dismissed without notice Imposition of 
fine us provided in the Standing Orders as one of the 
punishments for misconduct would, in my opinion is a 
proper punishment in respect of the nature of misconduct 
committed bv the concerned workmen. The line to be imposed 
on the concerned workmen should be to the extent of half 
of the back wages, due to them from the date of their dis- 
missal from service till they are reinstated in the job. In other 
words the concerned workmen will be entitled to get half 
of their back wages due from the date of their dismissal to 
the date of their reinstatement and Ihe other half back wages 
should be treated as line imposed on them and paid by 
them. T may again state that this power T am exercising under 
Sec.llA of I.D. Act read with the decision of Supreme Court 
in the case between the workmen of Firestone Tyre & Rubber 
Co. Vs. their workmen ag reported in 1973-I-LLJ 278/279 
(S.C.) 

In the. result the action of the management of Damoda 
colliery of Messrs Bharat Cooking Coal Limited in dismiss- 
ing from “ei-vicc Shri lhagm Mahato and Shri Situ Ram 
Man'll), Miners with effect from ihe 7lh Februa.y. 1974 is 
not found justified A view of the facts nn:l circumstance 1 - as 
slated by me eailier in my judgement. They should be rein-

stated in their job with effect from 7-2-1974 with continuity 
of service. 'Ihe punishment of dismissal is reduced to a 
punishment of fine on the concerned workmen. The concerned 
workmen will be entitled lo receive half of the back wages 
from 7.2.74 till the date ol their reinstatement and the other 
half of the back wages is considered as fine imposed on the 
workmen, and the concerned workmen will not be entitled lo 
receive l he half poition of the buck wages which is considered 
ns fine impose i on them. 

This is my awaid.

AWARD 

The Central Government in the Department of Labour 
being ol opinion (hat an industrial dispute exists between die 
employers in relation to the management of Sudamdih Pio- 
jeet of Messrs. National Coal Development Corporation, 
Post Office Sudamdih (Dhanbad) and their workmen by 
their order No. L-2012/67/73-LRII/DITf(A), dated 5lh 
March, 1975, u/s 10(I)(d) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
refened Ihe same to this Tribunal for adjudication on Pie 
issues as specified in the Schedule below :■ — 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the action of the management of Sudamdih 
Project of Messrs. National Coal Development 
Corporation Limited Post Office Sudamdih (Dhan- 
bad) in removing from the rolls of the Colliery the 
name of Shri Pancham Prasad, General Mazdoor, 
in the month of February, 1971, is justified? Tf not 
to what relief is the workmen entitled?" 

2, The case of the employers is that the concerned work- 
man was a temporary attendant attached to the Assistant 
Fngineer, Sudamdih Project of National Coal Development 
Corporation and he became traceless w.e.f. 7th February, 
1971. The management was not aware of his whereabouts 
and they sent a letter to him on t/2rid September, 1971 
informing him that if he failed to join his duties within 7 
days, his name will be struck off the rolls. The concerned 
workman did not turn up and so his services stand termina- 
ted. On 21-9-1971 a prisoner’s petition was p’ce"ed hr die 
employers from the concerned workman from District Jail 
Ohm bad in which he informed (hat he hud been n.ae ted 
on 7-2-1971 by the Police and that he would be joining his 
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poit after his. release Off bail By theft time his services al- 
ready stood terminated. The employers deny "having received 
any letter dated 2nd June, 1971 from the concerned workman 
informing them about his arrest or asking leave. It is also 
alleged that the reference is incompetent in that the appro- 
priate Government refused to make any reference in the first 
instance and the matter closed but all on a sudden on 
27-7-1973 a letter was received and a reference was made. 
This the appropriate Government cannot do. 


3. The case of the workman is that the concerned work- 
man was arrested by the Dhanbad Police on 7-2-1971 and 
he was detained in Jail custody upto 5-7-1972. While in 
the jail custody he had sent a letter on 2-6-1971 to the 
management informing them about his detention and also 
praying for leave to which no reply was received. Knowing 
everything the management sent a letter dated 1-9-1971 
to his home address asking him to join within 7 days. He 
was refused employment when he came to join his duties 
on 6-2-1972 after his release. He was not at all responsi- 
ble for his absence as it was beyond his control. Removal 
from the rolls is against the provision of Standing Orders. 
On the law point it is asserted that the Reference is quite 
competent. 

-1. 1 take up the law point first. After the failure of concilia- 
tion, the appropriate Government by their letter dated 27-7-73 
refused to make any reference as they felt that it was not 
lit for reference to an Industrial Tribunal. Later, however, 
on 5-3-1975 the appropriate Government referred the in- 
dustrial dispute to the Tribunal for adjudication. It is sub- 
milted after the appropriate Government refused to make 
any reference of the industrial dispute on 27-7-1973, they 
have no jurisdiction to make a fresh reference. So the re- 
ference is incompetent. I cannot accept the contention of 
the employers. And order of the Government U/s. 10(1) 
of the industrial disputes Act is not judicial or quasi-judicial 
order and there is no finality about it. The consensus of 
judicial opinion is that a prior order by the Government re- 
fusing to refer for adjudication a particular dispute can not 
affect the jurisdiction of the Government to exercise the 
statutory power conferred upon it by Section 10(1) of the 
Act on any subsequent occassion. It follows that even if 
at one stage the Government had come to the conclusion 
that no reference was called for, it may re-examine the mat- 
ter, whether in the li^ht of fresh material or otherwise, and 
make a reference if it comes to the conclusion that a re- 
ference is justified in the interest of industrial peace. Hence 
the Government can always reviewed Its previous decision 
and make a reference. If any authority is needed I may 
quote — (1) State of Madras Vs. C. P. Sarthy — . (1953) (1) 
L.L.J. 174 (S.C.) (2) Radhakrishna Mills Ltd., Vs. State of 
Madras-( 1956) (I) L.LJ. 221 (Madras High Court) (3) 
Rawalpindi State Transport Company Vs. State of Punjab- 
1964 (I) L.L.J. 644 (Punjab High Court) (4) State of 
Bombay Vs. Krishna (1960) (II) L.L.J. 592 (S.C.) (5) 
Shankar Flour, Rice and Dal Mills Vs. Labour Court 
(1966) (I) L.L.J. 807 So I am to hold that the present re- 
ference of the industrial dispute to the Tribunal is compe- 
tent. 


5. The fact remains that the concerned workman ar- 
rested by the police on 7-2-1971 and he was In jail custody 
till 5-7-1972. So he could not join his duties till release. 
The workman claims to have sent a letter dated 2-6-71 to- 
the Manager, through the Jail Superintendent, Dhanbad 
intimating them about his arrest and praying for leave, This 
is denied by the management. In support of their case the 
workman files a certificate from the Jail Superintendent, 
Dhanbad which is marked Ext. W-l. The only objection 
against this document as pressed bv the advocate represen- 
ting the employers is that this certificate was subsequently 
procured bv the workman, on consideration and he puts a 
suggestion like that in the cross-examination of the work- 
man. In support of his contention Shri Choudhury refers 
to the letter of the concerned workman (Ext, M-l). It is 
submitted that the letter itself will show that the concerned 
workman never sent any other letter to the employers any 
time before not to speak of 2-6-1971. It Is true that in 
Ext. M-l the workman did not mention anything about his 
alleged earlier letter dated 2-6-1971. But that is duly a cir- 
cumstance but not anything conclusive. Shri $. L. Kaswani, 
Deputy Personnel Manager of Central Jharla was examined 
as MW-1. His evidence is that there was a receipt clerk who 
used to receive letters from outside. MW-1 made enquiries 


from this register regarding receipt of this letter but nolh- 
i ig like that was found. The receipt register has not of 
course been filed, which would have been a good piece of 
evidence of the concerned workman also remain in this 
Jail Superintendent, the issue of which is not denied. The 
evidence of the concerned workman also remains in this 
respect. The circumstances -are not satisfactory in favour 
of holding that Ext, W-l was subsequently procured and 
that too on consideration. There is therefore no reason why 
Ext. W-1 should not be accepted and relied upon. On such 
reliance the fact boils down to this that on 2-6-1971 the 
concerned workman sent a letter from Jail informing the 
management about his arrest by the Police and praying for 
leave till his release on bail. Shri T. P. Choudhury, advo- 
cate for the employers in his usual fairness submits that il" 
the Court accepts the plea of the workman about the letter 
dated 2-6-1971 (Ext. W-l), then the management was wrong 
in terminating his services in September, 1971. So it may 
at once be said that when the Tribunal is inclined to be- 
lieve the evidence of WW-J about his letter to the manage- 
ment dated 2-6-1971, the management was wrong to re- 
trench him after this. His tention in Jail on arrest by 
the Police is a matter which is beyond the control of the 
concerned workman. I may deal with the matter in another 
nspecl. The employers sent a letter dated l/2nd September, 

1 97 1 to the concerned workman in his village home ad- 
dress in the district of Banaras, The workman was in Jail 
in Dhanbad at that time. There is nothing to show that the 
letter Ext. M-3 was actually served on or refused by the 
workman. If there was no service of F.xt, M-3 on the work- 
man, he could not be expected to join within 7 days as 
asked by the employcis. When there was no service of Ext. 
M-3 on the concerned workman, the management cannot be 
said to have acted fairly to terminate his services on the 
presumption that Ext. M-3 was served on the concerned 
workman. Admittedly the concerned workman sent a letter 
from prison to the management on 18-9-1971 (Ext. M-l), 
that is only a few days after the management’s letter dated 
1 /2nd September, 1971. From the employers side All India 
Services Law Journal Vol. TIL No. I page 18 was placed. 
The facts are different. That was with regard to notice under 
article 311 of the constitution meant for Public servants. 
There the employer had given several chances to the em- 
ployee asking him to explain his conduct of absence but 
he did not care to reply to them. That is not the case her© 
as already discussed. It is a case of involuntary absence due 
to causes beyond the control of the workman. The Stand- 
ing Orders of the company have not been placed to show 
the limitation on leave, 1 may refer to the judgment in 
1976 Labour & Industrial Cases, 1976 January Vol. 9 page 21 
and page 25— Delhi Cloth & General Mills Vs. Piare Lai. Delhi 
High Court which Is as follows : — 

“It would not be reasonable for the management to de- 
cline leave to a workman to the extent necessary where his 
absence from work is due to any cause beyond his control 
and when It is possible to grant leave without pay". Now 
such being the case here the management could have grant- 
ed him leave without pay to the extent necessary, On the 
facts accepted by me, it is not a case of deserting job so as 
to lead to his automatic termination of service without no- 
tice. I should therefore find that in the circumstances of 
the case, the management was not justified to remove the 
name of the concerned workman from the rolls of the col- 
liery which amounts to terminating his service. 

6. In the result, my finding is that the action of the 
management of Sudamdih Project of Messrs. National Coal 
Development Corporation Limited is not justified in remov- 
ing the name of the concerned workman from the rolls of 
the Colliery in the month of February, 1971, The concern- 
ed workman should therefore be reinstated in his job with 
continuity of service. With regard to back wages, the work- 
man Is entitled to get back wages only for the period for 
which he is entitled to it according to the Standing Orders 
or Rules of the Company. The period for which he is not 
entitled to back wages should be treated as leave without 
pay. 

This is my award.
